DIABLO HERITAGE TRAILRIDE 


The Diablo Heritage Trailride Association celebrated their 
tenth annual get-together this year with a two-day ride, on 
Saturday and Sunday, May 4 and 5.

The Amateur Radio Relay League (ARRL) 
Pacific Section Manager's newsletter, being 
mailed to 10,000 Section 6 members will carry a 
full rundown of PACIFICON '92 news. The 
mailing is underway as this issue of the Carrier is 
being distributed, according to Paul Girard, 
KC6TZU, PR and Publicity Chairman for 
PACIFICON '92. the mailing is the first of a 
national publicity effort that will continue right up 
until the day the convention begins. 


Concord's Hilton Hotel will be the site for the 
mid-October 1992 event being sponsored by the 
ARRL and MDARC. The 1991 Pacific Coast 
Convention of the ARRL has been cancelled. 


Call For Technical Papers 

The PACIFICON '92 planning staff has issued a 
national and international call for technical papers 
from within the ham community. Full details are 
in the ARRL mailing.

POTENTIAL PG&E SAVINGS 


PG&E has a trial program out to encourage cutting back 
on electrical consumption during their peak periods known 
as the E7 rate. Under your current El rate you pay one 
rate (0.11) for a "baseline" quantity of of kilowatt-hours, 
and a premium rate (0.14) for everything above that. 
Under E7 you pay a high rate (0.11) for everything used 
between noon and 6pm, Monday-Friday, and a reduced rate 
(0.08) for the other times. There is some more juggling 
of figures for baseline credits plus a $4.40 monthly charge 
for use of their fancy meter. 


I got my first bill under the new rate the other day for 
$40. I ran the figures through the old E1 rate and ended 
up with $60!! Not a bad saving! 


My situation may be unique (no one home during the day, 
no A/C or pool) so you should work the figures for 
yourself. If you want to sign up, or just get the info
